On  Thursday  of  this  week  the 
Feature  Department  of  the  Trum¬ 
pet  took  a  cross  section  of  student 
and  faculty  opuilon  on  four  ques¬ 
tions  by  means  of  a  poll. 

The  four  questions  were; 

1.  Do  you  feel  (liat  an  ar'crairc 
college  student  can  parlkipate  In 
more  than  two  iZ)  extra-curricu¬ 
lar  activities  vvitiiout  liaving  his 
scholastic  standing  lowered? 

2.  Was  this  year's  lyceum  scries 
satisfactory  to  you? 

3.  Do  you  think  that  open  forum 
discussions  help  clarify  ophiion  on 
student  problems? 

4.  Would  you  favor  direct  pri- 
maric.s  in  sludcnl  body  elections? 

A  total  of  176  students  and  14 
faculty  members  voted.  These 
figures  ix’present  75  per  cent  of 
each  group.

question,  81  students  voted  "yes," !

the  penal  institutions.  A  big  job  but  much  worth  while. 

The  church  wants  to  do  the  same  for  adult  criminals. 
An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.  The  church 
aims  to  .surround  its  young  people  and  old  people  with  ]x>w€rs 
and  influences  that  will  guard  them  against  the  destructive 
evils  and  temptations  of  life.  The  church  helps  to  rescue  and 
restore  as  far  as  that  is  possible  even  after  the  powers  ofi 
evil  have  wrought  their  worst.  That  isn't  so  easy.  It  is  farj 
easier  and  better  to  prevent,  to  help  avoid,  to  stave  off  the! 
hour  of  falling.  j
